■WiuONOTON, N. C May 81.— The 
Mtuenget priatB a detailed accoant of 
the loading of the toft Alexander Jones 
and her departure with the lohooner 
John O. Xx»g of a. Oaban fllibnstering 
espeditfdn. The facts were obtained 
from a member of the crew of the Al- 
exander Jones, which retorued to port 
■ereral days aga Hit atorjmbitantial^ 
Is as follows: 

On Thnrsdaj night, May 18, the 
Jones took on a carKO of rifles, machetes, 
rapid-ftre gnna and anuimnition at the 
wharf <f the Wilmington, Newbern 
and Norfolk railway, in the southern 
limits of the city. Before she had en- 
tirely flnished her cargo a report was 
stuted that ofBoers were approaching 
and that the rerenne cnttcr Morrill was 
getting up steam. Taking alarm at this 
the Jones pnllt d np ai.d started oat at 
10 :40 a. m. and crotised the bar and an- 
ohdred ontside. 

The schooner John D. Long, having 
meanwhile been loaded with coal and 
other material at the Wilmington and 
Weldon railroad wharf, was shortly aft- 
erwards towed out to se.-i by the tug Ja- 
cob Brandon, going past tlie revenue 
cotter Colfax. On the schooner was 
General Nimez and another officer of 
the Onban army, a Cuban pilot and 
Captain John O'Brien, of the fihbaster- 
ing tag Danntless. At the sea buoy they 
went on l)oard the .Jones, anchored near 
by, and Captain (J'Brien took charge of 
the expedition. A hawser was made 
fast from the Jones to the schooner, and 
cai^ Friday morning the tog steamed 
to the (oath with her tow. The Jacob 
Brandon retamed to Sonthport. 

On the way down tlie coa.st no port 
was entered, btit otf Palm Beach, on the 
coast of Florida, ( 2 Cubans were taken 
on board. The Jones then towed the 
schooBcr to the Bahsmae, and in the 
Ticinitj aaohored in the open sea on 
Tnesday, May 18. 

On Thursday inrrniiig, May 20, the 
filibuster Daunt Icbs hove in sight and 
came alongside the Jones and the 
schooner. She coaled from the schooner 
took a cargo of arms from the Jones 
and with Captain O'Brien in command 
headed for the Cuban coast about 60 
miles away. Slie left the Jones be- 
tween 8 and 9 o ckx-k Thursday night, 
made a saocessful landing in Cuba near 
Matanzas and after an absence of 24 
hoars exactly, return<!d to the Jones, 
took another cargo of war material and 
started for Cuba Friday night. On the 
last trip General Nunez and the (>•,' Cu- 
bans left the Jones and went on board 
the Daantless snd aocompsnied Onttain 
O'Brien. 

When the Dauntless left with hor sec- 
ond cargo the Jones coiiled fn)m the 
schooner, towed her oif Capa Canaveral, 
Fla., and turned her loose. She sailed 
back and got into Sonthport yesterday 
morning. 

The cargo carried oat of here was val- 
ued at 178,000, and is said to have been 
the second largest ever landed in Cuba. 

The member of the crew al ove re- 
ferred to says there is no truth in the 
BtoiT that the Jones was chased and 
fired on by a Spanish war vessel. The 
Jones never saw the smoke of snob a 
war Teasel while on her trip.

Turkey's Arming Has No Gen- 
eral Significance.

London, May .SI.— The Athens oorre* 
spondent of The Times says: "Tur 
key's continued arming and reported 
Russian preparations, with other mmors 
of a bellicose character, raise the hopes 
(if some of the (ireek newspapers that 
Greef e may yet benefit from a general 
European war. But tho majority of the 
nation, absorbed by a sad experience, is 
only desiTOiis that Europe should protect 
Greece against her conqueror. 

"There is no reason to fear that either 
Bnlgana or .'^ervia will abandon the pol 
icy they have followed thus far. The 
Turkish troops who have been sent to 
the Servian and Bulgarian fron- 
tiers are only intended to replace those 
who were withdrawn Just before the 
war began. 

"The reports of alariiiinsr aiiti-dyiias 
tic trouble.s, published abroad, cause 
surprise here, as there is no sign of any 
such movement, nor is any prominent 
politician likely to commit himself to 
an anti-dynastic program. 

"It appears that the Prince of Wale3 
has expressed his personal desire that 
the Crown Prince Constsntine should 
come to London for the jubilee festivi' 
ties, and this is rogardea as indicative 
of English good will toward Greece."

There is indnbitablo evidence 
that Premier Ralli and his colleagues in 
the cabinet oro gravely implicated in n 
plot to o verthrow the dynasty." 

More Trouble In Crete. 

LoNDOXi May 81.— A dispatch to The 
Times from Oanea, island of Crete, says 
that armed Mussulmans made a sortie 

from Coudia Saturday night and burned 
the village of Kalivia, killing 14. The 
dispatch adds : "This is certain to have 
serious consequences as it will incense 
the Cretans who will make reprisals." 

DEATH ON A CROSSING. 



Voor Children Kllletl and Four Other* 
Injured, Two of Them Fatitlly. 

DenveR( May 81.— At three o'clock 
yesterday morning a spring wagon 
driven by Henry Marsau, a carpenter, 
and containing eight children, ranging 
in age frf)in 3 to 9 years, was struek by 
a spec'al train on the Denver and Rio 
Grande railroad, and as a result fonr of 
the ohildrett are dead and the others are 
terribly injured, two so badly that they 
will die. Marsau, with his three chil- 
dren, had been spending the day at tho 
home of Chrisropher Schoncweiss, in 
the soathern portion of the city. When 
ready to^eturt for home, he took a load 
of children, gathered np in the neigh- 
borhood, for a short ride. 

It is claimed by the polict> that Mar- 
sau was intoxicated and paid no atten- 
tion to the signals of the engineer, but 
drove upon the track while the train 
was in plain sight and but a few feet 
away. The en^ne struck the wagon 
demolishing it and crushing and mang- 
ling the children in a Iwncible manner.

EX-CONGRE SSMAN B OYD DEAD. 

Be Come Within On* Vote of Botac Oov. 
ernoT of Illinois In 1978. 

LxwiSTOM, nis., May 81.— Ex-Con- 
gressman Thomas A. Boyd died at his 
home in this city Saturday night, aged 
67 years. Judge Boyd was born in 
Pennsylvania Jane 80, 188(>, and came 
to Illinois in 1866, locating in Lewiston. 

Captain Boyd was elected to Congress 
in this (the jiinth) district in 1876. de- 
feating Oeoige A. Wilson, of Peoria. 
He was re-elected to Congress in lt<T.s 
by a glreatly increased majority, after 
which he deeUued to again be a candi- 
date. 

In 1888 Judge Boyd was strioXen with 



paralysis, and since tliat time has been 
an invalid. 

He cain(> witl)in one vote of being 
governor of Illinois in 1872, when he 
was defeated by GoveriK r Beveridge 
for lieutenant governor on the ticket 
with Richard J. Gglcsby, who was 
afterward chosen United States senator.

roii'Mm s, O.. May 81. — Just one 
week from the date of his arrest by the 
United States authorities, charged with 
defalcations that aggregate $600,000, the 
doors of the Ohio penitentiary Saturday 
night at 10 :1S clanked behind John F. 
Johnson, the Logansport bank wrecker. 
He was brought from Indianapolis by 
Deputy United States Marshal Jerry C. 
Foley, and npon his admission was tis- 
signed to Cell I, Range I and Corridor I, 
in Block K and L 

When escorted in'o the guard room 
and searched he was self-collected, dap- 
per as ever, and polite to all. The men- 
tal straggle he endaredwas not evidenced 
by facial expression. He talked pleas- 
antly to Warden Cotfln, Captain Lan- 
deuberger and the guards, and when 
led back to his coll in the new hallway 
he remarked that whatever else tho 
newspapers might say, he was sure they 
could not coll him a coward. 

He was faultlessly clad in a dark busi- 
ness suit and appeared a model of neat- 
ness. Deputy Marshal Foley stated that 
Johnson read the Bible the greater part 
of the way from Indianapolis. The rest 
of the time chatted about the crops and 
pointed out what he termed inaccuracies 
m the newspaper reports of his crime. 

He told Foley that in 1898 he began 
gambling in stocks on the boards of 
trade of Chicago, Detroit and Toledo. 
He did so for the purpose of getting out 
of a debt that he had assumed for his 
father. Deputy Foley states that John- 
son's little gin, aged 11 yeors, knows 
nothing of her papa's misfortune, and 
has only been told that he has had to go 
away to stav a long time. 

It was only when Johnson took from 
his pbcket the picture of his little girl 
and kissed it that he ahowed signs of 
emotion. According to the rules of the 

Cnitentiary he will, with good be- 
vior, as a resnlt of his 10 yws' sen- 
tence, Ber\'e just six years and fonr 
months. 

His cell is in what is known as 
"Bankers' Row," where all the noted 
bank wreckers are confined. It is un- 
derstood that within two weeks John- 
son will be assigned to a clerkship iu 
the warden's omce. 

REPUBLIC IN DANGER. 

Startling Stateincnt of General Ilcnjamin 
Ituttei worth at ritil .delphla. 

Philauklp. ia, May 81. — General But- 
terworth, at the Memorial Day services, 

said: "These exe:cises are not /or tho 
dead," he said, "they aro for the living. 

We best honor the soldier dead by an 
incorruptible purpose to keep tie.) re- 
public they gave their livej* to save. Is 
our condact worthy of the dead and the 
coimtry for which they died? Merely 
paying tribute iu words to the dead is 
but a mockery. 

"The OOOise of all republics has been 
toward the rooks. Our own is the same 
and for the same reason. The theory 
of our government it that men wi.l pre- 
serve that which they prize n\n<i liif^h- 
ly ; but they do not. It is said that tho 
people love liberty and home above oil 
else, and that it would be absured to 
say that they would destroy that which 
makes life worth living. Theoretically 
that is so. Practically it is not. 

"The republic is in more dau).'er today 
than when Fort Sumter was lin il upon. 
There are influences that an- luakmK for 
ill. We have plenty of educMtioii. but 
education, unless hiuvi'iied with moral- 
ity, simply fits the man to be an » xpert 
scoundrel. Dur country is in danger be- 
cause corruption in our politics is as 
common as elections, and in our nninic- 
il)al and state legislature tliere is an or- 
ganized banditti tliut deinaiuts tribute 
and sells h ;,nslatioii. 

"The iiiHueiu rs are ripe and ripening 
to destroy our go\ i rimu'iit, unli ss we 
turn aside from the way we li.ive been 
going and adhere to i)niK ip!t s ratlier 
to party. There are too many men who 
would Kcorn dislionesty in private af- 
fairs who encourage it in politics. Half 
the world is going to the devil, because 
no one will shout out loud. The time 
lias come, if th.- republic is to be pre- 
served, when we will have to rebake 
men oat loud." 

FARMER S HOT AN O KILLED. 
Uls Own Daoghter Done the Deed In De- 
ftmdiac Herself;

Frederick Heidt, a farmer in Warren 

towiisliip, nine miles from this city, 
was shot and killed yi steiday afternoon 
hy his daughter Minnie, 2a years old. 
The girl was arrested and brought here. 
The father attended churoh at Bosebill, 
bat got badly intosioated on the way 
home. 

Entering his home when Us dauj^ter 
was there alone, the frenaled parent 
seixed a razor and made te the girl. 
She succeeded in wresting uie weapon 
from him, and the father^ threats be- 
ing repeated, the girl in her excitement 
grabbed a loaded .gun and Area at him. 
The ball struck fiteidt in the temple, 
kming him instantly. 

Killed HU Wife and nimaelf. 

San Antonio, May 31. — Bud Franks, 
a horse trader of this city, wound up a 
drunken spree yesterday by murdering 
his wife and blowing out his brains.

It Is Being Pushed Very Rapid- 
ly In the Senate. 



PHENOMENAL PROGRESS MADEL 



TiM Present Ml Is as For AdnuiMd >r«w

Washinoton. May .'lI.— The impres- 
sion was general about the senate at the 
close of tho first week's discussion of the 
tariff bill that the sugar schedule w ould 
be reached towards the close of the 
present week. The p rogr e ss so far made, 
while it was much less marked Satur- 
day than on previous days, is generally 
regartled as little less than phenomenal 
as modern tariff debates go. Senator 
Vest declares that tho pre.--eiit bi 1 is us 
far advanced now as was the Wilson 
bill after five weeks of discussion, while 
Senator Jones of Arkansas a.sserts that 
as much of the present bill was passed 
over on the first d;iy consideration as 
was disixjsed of in the Wilson bill in 
three weeks. The Hepublicms generally 
concedi! that gtnid progress has Iteeu 
made, but tliey are not inclined to felic- 
itat ' thi'inselves ten) much until they 
see what policy is to be pursued when 
questions of more general interest urb 
reached than hav.' yet been broached 

The sugar scliedule in ail proi ahihty 
will excite more jn'oloMjred and ani- 
mated debate than any other in tlio bill. 
The iJeiiuvrats are making very exten- 
sive prejjaration for the discussion of 
this sclie<lule, and several set speeches 
will be made uixm it. The indications 
are that various otlKr (iue>tions of gen- 
eral interest will be coii-.iiler. (l in con- 
nection with the sugiir duty. Senator 
Pettigrew is contemulatitif,' jin seiiting 
lus ameiiilriK iif auauist trusts in this 
coiinertidii, ami it is certain tliat tlie 
Hawaiian ^lue^l■.o:l will come to the 
front in an amendment providing for 
the continuaiiC ' of the reciprocity treaty 
with the Hawaiian Islamls. With ref- 
erence to the Hawaiian treaty, there is 
no longer ninch room for doubt that 
provision will be made to continao the 
pre.sent treaty in effect. It is probable 
that this will be done by a direct declar- 
ation that nothing in the bill shall be 
construed as abrogating the treaty. The 
Republican members of the oommittee 
are contemplating this change. If Sen- 
ator Pettigrew insists upon offering the 
trast amendment to this schedule, he 
will precipitate one of the most inter- 
esting debates of the session. The Re- 
pubUians are not yet decided whether 
they will caucus on the sugar schedule, 
but there is mure or less talk to this ef* 
feet. 

Tliere are two schedules to be oon» 
sidered after the conclusion of that un- 
der pre.sent discussion before the sugar 
schedule can be reached. These aro 
the metal and wool schedales. The 
metal schedule is not especially objec- 
tionable to the Dt iuoerats, ctmtaining 
as it does many of the Wilson law rates, 
but it is more or less oomplicated and 
will necessMily consume time. The 
wool schedule will develope no little 
antagonism on accoant of the duty on 
lumber. There will be a quite de- 
tormiiied effort tO restore white pine 
lumber on the free list. 

The Tillman resolution for a sugar in> 
vestigatiou probably will be reported to 
the senate Tuesday. It will be passed 
without difUculty when taken up. ac* 
cording to the present outlook, but Sen- 
ator Tillman will find opportunity to 
make another speech if there is any ap- 
parent effort at delay. The senate will 
not be in session today, having ad- 
joomed over on account of Deociation 
Uay. 

House Prciifraiii. 

Wa.siiinuton, May 31.— The attempt 
to embarrass Speaker xteod for the pro- 
gram of inaotion pursued by the major- 
ity has become the settled policy of 
Representative Simpson and other mem- 
bers of the minority, and the sessions of 
the house this week will witness a oou- 
tinnation of these tactics. The confer- 
ence reports on the sundry civil and In- 
dian appropriation bills an ready for 
consideration and this week the leaders 
would like to dispose of them. Bnt Uie 
difUculty now is that many of the mem- 
bc-rs have gone home and at present 
there is no quorum in the city.

UNDOUBT EDLY A MURDER. 
A WMlthy CInoluoBtl Merchant's tto4j 
riahed Out of » ImUi. 

DsTROrr. May 81.— The remains of 
John KoUer, were foaud in Swan 
Creek, Jnat bdow Newport, Mkh., with 
a bullet hole in the head. Henry La- 
fountain, a flsherman, made the ghaatly 
disooveiy and at once notified the an 
thoritics. Upon investigation it proved 
nudoabt«dly a mimler, aH tlie ball had 
entered the back of the liead, coming 
ont of tba month and aplitttng tbe 
tonfirbein its pataage. The ttci4 had 
OTidently been fired at cloee range. 

The murder theory ia atill further 
etreiiKtl)f'ii<'(l by the fact that tbe body 
wat* bruised about tlie chest and abao- 
men, and there was a wound on the 
head that appears to huve been inflicteci 
by a blunt iustnunent. 

Kolltir left home Wednesday night 
Hay 6. He wired hi.s wife from Ham 
ilton, Ont., that he had gone away on 
bnaiuess, but would be home that even 
ing. The following Thursday morning 
a letter written at the Wayne Hotel, De- 
troit, was received, containing four $60 
express money orders, and ' stating that 
the writer intended to go to BufTalo and 
pla -e himself in charge of the sisters. 

Friday a letter postmarked Cleveland 
was reoeived by Theodore J. Moeller 
contabiing receipts for $100, a gold 
watohand chain, a diamond pin and 
three ringg, all of which bad. been aent 
by KoUer to M oeller per express. It was 
learned, thai KoUer arrired at dareland 
Thursday morning, bnt retomed again 
to Detroit on the same gteamer. He 
registered at the Hotel Wayna after 
supper, but said he changed hia mind 
and would return to davalMid again 
He did not use hia room. It is believed 
that he had from fl.kOO to $1,000 on his 
petaon. Employes on the bmt said he 
seemed very strange. 

Theodore J, Moellar arrived from Cln 
cinnati jv-estei'dav and immediately pos 
itively identified the body as that of his 
father-in-law, John Koller, the missing 
Oindimati metohant. He will take the 
remains home. Mr. Moeller fe^ ooT' 
tain that Mr. Koller was murdered. He 
says that the dead man's business and 
family relations were entirely pleasant. 

It soems that after leaving Cincinnati 
May a, Mr. KaUm oame to Detroit by 
steamer from CAeraland. The last time 
that he was known to have been seen 
was when he disembarked in Detroit on 
the morning of May 7. 

V.GILANCc RELAXED. 

Another Ilreak Has Occurred in tUo Levee 
Just B«lo\T Uaton Kooce. 

Kew Oblbanb, May 81.— A crevasse 
resulting from over confidence and re- 
laxation of vigilance occurred at 0 
o'clock yeaterday morning at the levee 
at ( 'oiir.id.s Point, four luile.s by riiil be- 
low Baton liouge ou tbe east side of the 
Mississippi river. At 2 o'clock yester 
day morning information was reoeived 
at Batm Bouge that the levee at Cou' 
rad's sugar house was leaking badly and 
that a crevasse was likely to occur at 
any moment. 

'i'here had been a feeling of almost 
perfect securi^ throughout that section 
and the thought of a crevasse had not 
' entertd into the calculation of things 
likely to take place. There were no 
laborers ^vitbin call as they had all been 
discharged and sent to their homes. 
The levee authorities at Baton Rouge 
hastily gathered together a force of men 
and iiLc'iiig them on barges of material 
which happened to be tuichored along 
the front of the Burton sawmill and by 
4 o'clock a tug was towing the barges 
of men and matorial to the soena of 
danger. 

At 6 o'clock, shortly before the barges 
arrived at the pluutatiuu, the levee 
burst witli a loud report, and the water 
in a Btr(aia forty feet wide iiud seven 
feet deep poured through tlie bre;ik.s and 
spread rapidly over the fertile lauds in 
the vicinity. Tlie ofticials of tlie Pont- 
chartrain levee district and of the Illi- 
nois Centnil railroad are on liaiid with 
large forces of men and i^nlimited sup- 
plies of nKtti Ti:il. Mid will no doubt suc- 
ceed in cl<MiuK the break before any 
very Kerious damage is done to the ad- 
jacent plantations. 

DUEL TO DE ATH. 

Two Tonag Moa KiU Eaoh Other at a 
Chorak Ootberlng. 

SwnTHOiiK, Tex., May 81.— The 

neighborhood was assembled at Salem 
church, eigbt miles from here, yester- 
day, in observance of Decoration Day. 
Two young men, Will Lewis and Wit 
Bosworth, were among the number. 
Bad blood existed between them, too 
munh talk being the cause. They 
walked away from the crowd together 
and stopped after going some distance, 
appearing to talk the matter over very 
calmly. One turned as if to leave, 
when the other drew a revolver. The 
other wheeled and both fired about the 
same instant and continued nntU tlMir 
revolvers were empty. 

Both were doad when their friends 
got to them. Everv ballet fired by each 
man took effect in his opponent. Lewis 
was shot three times through the bcKly 
and once through the arm. Bosworth 
was hit twice in tbe head, twice in the 
bodv and once in the leg. The duel 
could have been preventeid, bnt every 
one thought When they walked away 
that they were likely to patch up their 
troubl> >. and as this was desired they 
were allowed a clear field.

MoKTPEHER, Vt., May 81.— Miss Mil- 
dred Brewster, the * daughter of a 
wealthy farmer of Hnntfagton shot, 
probably fatally. Miss Annie Wheeler, 
of whom she is alleged to have been 
jealous.

After shooting Ifiss Wheeler the 
Brewster girl turned the revolver on 
herself, inflicting a seriona and posaiblj 
a fatal wound.
